way brotherhoods to rail a aeries of 
strikes lf their demands are not com­ 
plied with at the conference Thursday 
sounds so disloyal at the present that 
one doubts if the news Is really true. 
This Is a

sinister 
possibilities 
from 
without 
that no American should lay himself 
open to the charge of adding to the 
burdens of his country by a threat to 
tie up the great transportation 
sys­ 
tems. 
Should war really occur, the 
railroads are prepared 
to turn over 
their systems to the 
government 
in 
order that the 
transportation 
work 
may be coordinated under one groat 
head. 
W hat the brotherhoods should 
do at the present time is to offer their 
services and promise not to bring up 
the question of wages or auy oilier 
dispute until the crisis has passed. 
Should 
the 
trainmen, 
englnemen 
and others really strike, It would not 
take long for the 
president, 
by ex­ 
ecutive order, to take over 
the rail- 
jjpawi of the country and handle them 
Without regard to the unions or their 
leaders. 
And once taken over, It Is 
doubtful if the unions will ever again 
be in a position to dictate terms to 
the railroad companies, for the w ar— 
if it comes—may lead to government 
ownership of all public Utilities. 
The railway managers are not mak 
lug any threat.

Puebla, Oaxaca, Guerrero, 
Colima. Chiapas, Chihuahua, Durango 
and Morelos.

anti-Carranza states and the people 
of several of them were in favor of 
Villa or Carranza for president, while 
It Is said one of them was practically 
unanimous 
in 
sentiment 
for 
Felix 
Diaz to occupy the exalted position 
formerly occupied by his late lament­ 
ed uncle, Porflrlo Diaz. 
While

a constitutional 
resolution 
passed by the recent Queretaro as­

JOHN T. ROSETTI MURDERED 


BY TWO UNKNOWN ASSASSINS 


TRAGIC MIDNIGHT MURDER COM 
MITTED IN THIS CITY. 


TO HAVE FOUR TERMS COURT 


NEWLY-jFORM ED 
EIGHTY-FIRST 
DISTRICT HELPS 49TH. 


Victim Had Been Called to HI* Door, 
Assassins Entered 
His Home and 
Then Beat and Shot Him. 


One of the moat diabolical crim es 
and cold-blooded 
assassin atio n s com ­ 
m itted In this section in m any years 
p a st occurred shortly a fte r 
m idnight 
last n ight w hen Jo h n T. K ossetti, a 
well know n and w ealthy Italian resid ­ 
ent, aged about 55 years, was m u rd er­ 
ed at his h om e In the 1500 block on 
Iturbide s tre e t 
by tw o unknow n 
a s ­ 
sassins, who, a fte r 
com m itting th eir 
hellish 
deed, m ade 
th eir 
getaw ay. 
Many theories a re advanced a s to th e 
cause of 
the assassination, b u t 
the 
real m otive is believed to h ave been 
i robbery, 
ga 
Rosetti, 
a 
veritable 
recluse and a m an 
possessing 
co n ­ 
siderable w ealth, is thought to have 
had m oney 
in the house, thougn 
of­ 
ficers investigating the crim e hav? so 
far failed to find w hore a robbery t a a 
carried out. 
According to the story told to the 
police by next-door neighbors, Syrians, 
R osetti w as called to the door of his 
hom e by tw o m en who stood on the 
gallery in the dark shortly a fte r m id­ 
night. 
Kosetti opened the door and 
ad m itted the men, hurried w ords and 
an argu m en t» en su ed and R osetti was 
heard 
to cry out, “d o n ’t 
finish me, 
Jo h n ," and a few seconds la te r two 
m en escaped from 
the rear of 
the 
house and ran tow ard the Rio Grande, 
* while R osetti staggered out the front 
door of his hom e and fell dead in the 
ye'd . 
T h ree shots had preceded the 
escape of the assassins, but It Is evi­ 
d en t th a t before firing the shots they 
had beaten R osetti over the head with 
th eir weapons, as his head and face 
w ere badly b attered and cut, bis face 
and 
hands w ere bloody 
and 
th ere 
w ere bullet w ounds in his neck and 
under his arm. 
He had 
been 
prac­ 
tically 
beaten to death 
before 
the 
th ree shots w ere fired into him. W hen 
R osetti 
fell in the 
yard 
neighbors, 
w ho w ere afraid to e n te r the house 
d u rin g th e struggle, 
rushed to 
the 
scene, notified the police d e p artm e n t 
and an investigation w as im m ediately 
institu ted with a view to finding a 
clue to th e m u rd erers, but up to noon 
today no clue 
had yet been 
found. 
W hoever the assa ss in s 
w ere 
they 
were fam iliar w ith the Rosetti home, 
and in the m an n e r In which Rosetti 
intim ately pleaded 
w ith one of 
the 
m en for his life d enotes the fact th at 
they w ere know n to each other. 
This 
m orning the rem ain s of the m urdered 
luau w ere tak en to th e C ouvery u n ­ 
d e rta k in g estab lish m en t, w here 
they 
a re being 
held pending 
instructions 
from a siste r and b ro th er of deceased 
residing at Point Isabel, near B row ns­ 
ville. 
John T. Rosetti, an Italian by birth. 
cam e to I,aredo about the y e ar 1885 
from San Diego, T eras, w here h e had 
been employed for several y ears as 
principal of the public school there. 
A fter arriv in g in Laredo he accepted 
a position a s mall c arrier under P ost­ 
m as te r John G ray and continued as 
such for about six years. 
He was a 
speculator by n atu ral instinct and ac­ 
cum ulated quite a fortune, though in 
a way he was of the recluse nature. 
He w as well educated both in E nglish 
and Italian 
and owned 
considerable 
valuable property in Laredo. 
H e was 
a bachelor and his only know n rela 
fives are the siste r and b ro th er resid­ 
ing at Point Isabel, Texas. 
May F urnish a Clue. 
T his

officers

Rosetti

In a short tim e D eputy Sheriff 
Dolores C ano w as on the scene of the 
m u rd er and took up th e trail leading 
from the R osetti 
hom e tow ard

river, finding track s w hich he follow 
ed. 
T h e trail lead him to an arroyo 
w est of the L aredo Ice Factory and 
h ere in the bottom of th e arroyo he 
found w h ere tw o m en had halted In 
th e ir flight an d the footprints were 
distinct.

life or weaken

ance. 
Another virtue is that of courtesy. 
A boy scout ought to have a com­ 
mand of polite language. He ought to 
show that he is a true gentleman by 
doing little things for others. 
Loyalty 
is 
also Becut 
virtue; a 
scout ought to be loyal to whom he 
has obligations. 
He ought to stand 
up courageously for the truth, for his 
parents and friends. 
Another virtue is self respect. 
He 
ought to refuse to accept gratuities 
from anyone unless It is absolutely 
necessary. He ought to work for the 
money he gets. 
For this same 
reason 
he 
should 
never look down upon 
anyone who 
may be poorer than himself, or envy 
anyone richer than himself. A scout’s 
self respect will cause him to value 
his 
own 
standing 
and 
make 
him 
sympathetic toward others who may 
be, on the one hand, worse off, or on 
the other hand, better off as far as 
wealth is 
concerned. 
Scouts 
know 
neither a lower nor a higher class, 
for a scout is one who is a friend 
to 
all and a brother 
to 
every 
other 
scout, 
who la ready 
to share 
that 
w’hlch he has with others. 
The 
most 
Important 
of 
scout 
virtues is that of honor. 
Indeed, this 
is the basis of all scout virtues and 
is closely allied to that 
of self 
re­ 
spect. 
When a scout promises on his 
honor to do a thing, he Is bound to 
do It. 
The honor of a scout will not 
permit of anything but the highest 
and the best and the manliest. 
The 
honor of a scout is a sacred thing and 
cannot 
be lightly 
set 
aside 
and 
trampled upon. 
Faithfulness to duty Is another one 
of the scout virtues. 
When it is a 
scout’s 
duty to do 
something, dare 
not shirk. 
A scout is faithful to his 
own Interests and to that of others. 
He is true to his Country and to his 
God. 
Another scout 
virtue 
is cheerful­ 
ness. 
As the scout law intimates, he 
must never go about with a sulky air.
